FOR  THE  YEAR  1949 


^Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  ol  the  Cverton  Rural  District  for  the  year  194-9* 

I would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  more  important 
points  which  appear  in  the  Report. 

There  are  two  large  Polish  Hospitals  in  the  District, 
which  are  used  for  the  hospitalisation  of  Polish  People  from  all 
over  the  Country.  In  many  cases  the  patients  have  no  other 
domicile  than  the  Hospitalso  that  deaths  of  the  majority  of  patient 
who  cie  in  these  hospitals,  particularly  in  that  hospital  devoted 
to  the  care  of  persons  sufiering  from  tuberculosis,  are  registered 
in  the  District  and  appear  in  the  Vita.1  Statistical  Tables  together 
with  local  inhabitants. 

So  that  this  report  may  in  some  measure  reflect  the 
state  of  the  heelth  of  the  Rural  District  of  Overton,  I have 
carefully  scrutinised  all  Death  Returns,  and  I have  attempted  to 
give  to  you  a report  which  excludes  all  these  deaths,  which  have 
so  weighted  the  statistics  as  to  give  an  erroneous  picture  of 
Overton. 


Appendices  attached  giving  the  results  of  my  efforts. 

Appendix  "A”  concerns  itself  with  the  general  death 
returns , and  Appendix  MB"  with  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 


The  death  rate  from  all  causes  gives  a.  rate  of  19*9 
per  1,000  inhabitants  as  compared  with  a rate  of  1 6.7  for  England 
and  Wales , whereas  I calculate  that  a rate  of  10.0  per  1,000  of 
the  indigenous  population  is  the  correct  figure. 

The  birth  rate  would  be  lower  than  the  figure  of 
19.9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  but  for  the  year  1949,  I have  no 
records  distinguishing  Polish  from  Local  Births. 

In  sc  far  as  Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is  concerned, 
the  rate  of  7.14  per  1,000  of  the  population  represents  a figure 
of  4-8  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  Of  this  total 
47  deaths  occurred  in  Polish  Persons,  and  I ?m  prepared  to  accept 
one  of  these  giving  a total  of  2 deaths  in  local  inhabitants  or  a 
rate  of  .33  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  a rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of'  .45* 

There  are  16  deaths  from  Cancer,  but  here  again  6 
of  these  deaths  occurred  in  Poles,  who  could  not  be  considered  to 
be  local  inhabitants. 

There  were  3 deaths  in  children  under  one  year  of 
age,  a rate  cf  22.3  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  year  1949  was  comparatively  free  of  infectious 

disease . 

In  conclusion  Gentlemen,  I would  like  to  record  my 
appreciation  cf  the  help  and  cooperation  of  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  curing  this  my  first  year  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of*  Health.  I must  thank  your  Clerk,  Mr.  C.  J 
Buckley,  for  his  help  end  advice  during  the  year,  and  indeed  all 
your  officials  have  been  cheerfully  willing  to  assist  mj3 in  every 
possible  way.  Finally  the  loyal  co-operation  of  your  sanitary 
Inspector  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  R.  L.  Higgins,  has  been  of  great  value 
and  is  very  much  appreciated.

The  Rural  District  of  Overton  is  a completely  detached 
part  of  Flintshire,  situated  to  the  South-east  of  the  County 
on  the  English  bank  of  the  Dee.  Set  on  the  borders  of 
Engl  Arid  and  Wales  the  area,  roughly  shaped  like  a diamond 
is  11  miles  from  Ec.st  to  West  and  six  miles  from  North  to 
S^uth.  The  River  Dee  v/ith  Denbighshire  beyond  bounds 
the  District  in  the  West,  whilst  to  the  North  lies  Cheshire 
and  to  the  East  and  South  Shropshire.

I refer  to  No . 22  on  my  list  - a ycung  female  of  13  years  who  died 
from  miliary  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  and  tuberculosis  pericarditis.
